TOWN NEEDS TO BETTER MANAGE NOISE 
COMPLAINTS 

Niagara-on-the-Lake town council 
queshoned a Niagara Regional Police 
Services (NRPS) delegation Nov. 21 on 
issues of concern to the town. 

Late-night noise topped their list Yet this is 
the same council that recently approved bylaw 
and zoning amendments to allow the Pillar and 
Post to build an outdoor entertainment venue 
in the middle of a residential area, knowing full 
well its decision would result in a significant 
increase in late-night noise complaints. 

Police Chief Jeff McGuire's response 

Neighbours of late-night noise-makers should 
let police know if there are ongoing problems, 
he said, adding that calls to regional police are 
responded to on a priority basis, and that as an 
alternative to calling the police, residents can 
send complaints to the NRPS website. Read 
between the lines. Responding to late-night 
noise issues is not a pnority for the NRPS. 

Consider the NRPS response to a call made 
on June 15 last year, when Mumford and Sons 
came to NOTL. Advised in mid-aftemoon 
of concerns related to public nudity, people 
urinating in the street, public drunkenness 
and trespassing (the same group of concert 
goers had a picnic on a neighbour’s front 
lawn), the response from the NRPS was: It's 
likely going to get worse before the concert 
is finished. It makes you wonder where late- 
night noise ranks on the NRPS priority list 

Perhaps council should have asked that 
question before approving the Pillar and Post 
request for zoning and bylaw amendments. 
Depending on the answer, perhaps it should 
have developed better approaches to manage 
late-night noise complaints. 


Isn't that what residents should expect 
from their elected representatives on council?
